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To the Non, the Senate of the United Staten 
Fathers, 

We your children heinp: chiefs and principal mei^ 
•f the several Indian Tribe* hereunto eubecribed, 
would request your Hon. Body to hear us a few 
words. 

As the settlements of the whito people were 
erowdins; upon ours in the State of N. York, where 
we all heretofore resided and where many of our 
people still reside, end as they were greatly aonoy> 
ed by the venders of ardent spirits among them, and 
by other evil* under which they were fast diminish¬ 
ing, they clearly saw the necessity of seeking a new 
fire-place, where tl>ey would be more secluded 
from the infiuence of wicked white people, and less 
exposed to manv temptation*. After aorre delays 
and disapnointment* oar Great Father the President 
of the United State*, gave us permission to make a 
Treaty with our Brethren in the Northwest part of 
the Territory of Michigan, to purchase Inode, wherar 
we might enjoy tho advantage* we desired. We 
accordingly made a Treaty with our Brethren the 
Menominie and Winnebago Tribes of Indians, to 
purehase a tract of land lying on both aides of Fox 
Biver, from th* outlet of Winnebago Lake to the 
foot of the Grand rCacoalin. This Treaty was ap¬ 
proved by the President of the U. S., and we coa- 



•idered tfte Tiinds therein purchased, fultr confirmed 
to us and our children forever. As this Treaty did 
not contain sufficient room for the convenient set¬ 
tlement of the several Tribes concerned in it, a 
second permission was obtained of the President of 
theU. 8. to make a second Treaty to purchase 
land, and we purchased of the Menominie Indians 
a large tract of land lying on both sides of Fox 
River,, and Green Bay, to be occupied in common 
with U8,.they having a right to settle thereon, where- 
ever it should be agreeable, not interfering with 
our settlements. Of this purchase, that part lying 
on the South East side of Fox River ano Green 
Bay as. far as Sturgeon Bay, was approved by the 
President of the U. S. that being deemed by him 
sufficient for the Tribes concerned in the Treaties., 
But we were at the same time informed \ y the Hon. 
the Secretary at War, that we might settle on any 
part of the land purchased with perfect safety. 
Here, Fathers, we hoped to enjoy a safe retreat for 
ourselves and children, and that to remote genera¬ 
tions, we and they should remain undisturbed in tho 
possession of this distant country. But how great 
was our surprise and sorrow, when at the late Trea- 
tv held by bis Excellency Gov. L. Cass and Col. 
Thofl. L. McKenny, at the Little Butte dcs Mnrts, 
our londs were purchased by them as Commission¬ 
ers of the U. S. and thus our hopes security m 
this last refuge destroyed. If Treaties thus made 
by us with the approbation of public authority, and 
confirmed by the same, are to be thus disregarded 
and trampled on, on what can we rely, or where shall 
we ever rest t This purchase of our lands was 
made, not only without our consent and contrary to 
our most earnest wishes, but also without even con¬ 
sulting us at all ! We were not allowed a hearing 
nor even asked whether we would consent to sell or 
not. It has indeed been said to us, that this Treaty 
does not effect our claims, but leaves them still good. 
But if our right to the land wa I ave piirchrsed is 
considered good, why is it purchaRcd again from 
others, and nothing said to us 1 And if any right 
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obtamed to the land which we occu» 
pied in common with the Menorninies, surely it 
could not be to that part which lies within the first 
Treaty, in which there was no such condition. Wo 
are- not unwilling that our white Brethren should 
have some land in this reorion, but we entreat you 
not to sufiTor our lands to be thus forcibly taken from 
us, contrary to solemn Treaty and without our con¬ 
sent If this Treaty, to purchase our land from u« 
without our consent, and against our wishes, should 
be confirmed, it will serve wholly to discourage the 
emigration of our people from the East.—Indeed 
the attempts which have been making to obtain 
such a Treaty, have hindered many from coming to 
this country who would have been here before now, 
if no suc.h attempts had been made. It would be 
unreasonable for them to leave their country and 
their homes, when they could, have no security that 
thev should remain undisturbed in the country they 
had ptirchased. Fathers, we wish that this Treaty 
mav not be confirmed, but that Commissioners 
might he appointed, and sent to Green Bay next 
spring, to meet D^^degatea from all the Tribes of In¬ 
dians in the State of N. York, concerned in the pur¬ 
chases of land in that country, fully authorised to 
assist them infixing the boundaries of their several 
locations, on principles of Justice and Equity, and 
to confirm these locations to them and their de¬ 
scendants forever, but without their possessing the 
right of selling them to white people, without the 
approbation of all the Tribes concerned. This 
measure if adopted would give our people that se- 
curitv in the possession of their lands, vvliich they 
need, and would encourage the scattered remnants 
of our Tribes to remove to that country, in the hope 
of their enjoving for themselves and their children 
a permanent residence. Fathers, we have no 
more to say. We put confidence in your clemency 
and Justice to hear us, and trust you will not suf* 
fer ns to be deprived of that country which we have 
fairly and honorably obtained, and which we wish 
to inhabit, and leave for a possession to our children.

prftsientinfy the forftffotng Pfitition, th« Chi«fil 
of the Si't N iiions StockUridge and others, bsg 
leave to accompany it with a few words, setting 
forth more particularly their reasons for objecting 
to the ratification of the Treaty made by the U. 8. 
Commissioners at theR«itt« des morts in 1827, and 
to give a short history of the raanaer by which they 
cafne in possession of this country, showing that it 
was through the advice, assistance and approbation 
of the Government. 

It is well known that the migration of the Indians 
has been west wardin proportion as the whits 
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pt^pulalion advances, they rtecede. iThie fact wa» 
agitate*! in Council by the Six Nations as early as 
1810, and they were encouraged to hope, by ral 
(jjjjicers of Lrovernment that soaie perinaiient rcbt- 
iBg place should be provided tor iheni, where they 
might rentain in peace tor tigcs. wcie ii.du- 

ced to present a memorial to the Honorable the Sec¬ 
retary ot War, on the btihject oi I leating w ifh their 
Brethren somewhere at the nc st, tor snch a tniin- 
try as might be siiitat !e for their pt rinaiieut resid¬ 
ence. This memorial was sent torward in 1815, 
and commences a series of negociation between the 
War Office and the *Six Nations, extmtsanri perl# 
of which we beg leave to prex iil Atler shew ing 
HI thia memorial their desire to procure a country 
•f some of their western Brethren they s.jy 

“ The Sachems and Chiefs of the Hix Nations 
*‘are however aware of the impropriety of lorm- 
“ing any definitive resolutions on a inensurc soma- 
‘Uerially affecting the future condition orwellareof 
“their people without the advice and approbation 
“of the government ot the U. B that has so long 
“cherished and protected them, and to which ihey 
“are closely united by the brighiesichain of peace 
“snd friendship. 

“ The object of this memorial is therefore to en- 
“ quire tirst, whether the government will consent 
“ lo our leaving our present habiiationr, and remo- 
“ ving into the neighborhood of our western Breih- 
“ rent Secondly, whether if we should ©btain ei- 
“ iher by gift or purchase, from our western friends, 
“a seat on their lands, the government will ac- 
“ knowledge our title in the same naanner as it now 
“acknowledges it in those from w'hom we may re- 
“ceiveitl And 'Jhirdly, whether our removal will 
“be considered as changing in any manner the re- 
“ lations now subsisting between our Tribes and 
“the Government, or whether they will hr permif- 
“ted to continue the same , and existing treaties 
“ still remain in force, and annuities paid as hereto- 
“fore*? We send this by cur approved Iritnds, 
“Gen. Porter, and Mr. Granger, and Capt. Parish.

“ After the strong and repeated proofs given hf 
the Nations ol ll»oir liiendship and allartiiuent 
“ for the U tS. the Sachems, and (Jhiets, teei assu- 
“ red that their wish ot removing to u more uisiaut 
“ part of the country, will not he attributed to any 
“dissatisfaction towards their white Brethren.— 
“And they are persuaded that no political con»e- 
“ quences injurious to the U. S. will result liom 
“ such removal. On the contrary they cannot but 
“hope that the representations they will he able to 
“ make to their western brethren o: the Iriendly dis- 
“ position of the people towards the natives under 
“their protection, and of the honor a7i(l good faith, 

** alzrays observed by the Government in us deniiugi 
“with us, will greatly tend to render their frieud- 
“ ship permanent and their tidelity secure.” 

It will be perceived that this memorial was made 
with due care to ascertain whether the government 
has a desire to promote their wellare, so tar us to 
provide them a seat in some western counti) , and 
whether the title to any lands which might be so ob¬ 
tained, would be acknowledged and respected. 
The following answer of the honorable Mr. Craw- 
Ibrd Secretary of War, shows the perfect cordiality 
with which their project was received.

Brothers of the Six Nations, 

The memorial which you have sent to your great 
father the President, by your friends, Gen. Porter 
and Mr. Granger, has been presented by them. In 
this memorial you make known to your great lather 
your desire to remove from your present settlements 
in New-York, with a view to settle upon lands in the 

west;-and wish to be informed whether the 

government will consent to it; whether 
tain a seat upon the lands of your western brethren 
your title will be acknowledged by the government, 
in the same manner ns it now does those Irom 
whom you may receive it; and whether your remo- 
val will, in any Manner, change the relations now 
•ubsisting between your several tribes and 
arnment; whether existing treaties will still re- 



iftain in force, and the annuities paid as heretofdf#. 
Brothers, 

Your Great Father the President having duly 
considered all your requests, and extremely desiroiit 
of giving to his children of the Six Nations a par/ic 
ular mark of his friendship and attention to their 
interests, has directed tne to inform the Sachems 
of the Six Nations that ALL their requests are 
granted. Your Great Father consents to your re¬ 
moval and settlement with your Brethren in ihi 
west, and declares that your removal shall, in no 
manner change your friendly relations and existio|f 
treaties with the government and that your annuitiot 
shall be p i 1 as heretofore. He also agrees to ac¬ 
knowledge the title to such lands aa you shall ob¬ 
tain by grant, or otherwise, from your western 
brethren in the same manner as he acknowledges the 
title of all friendly Indian Tribes. 

Brothers,—Your Great Father, the President, 
has also directed me to advise you to define the lim¬ 
its of the sea^s which you are about to obtain from 
your brethren in the west, and furnish the govern¬ 
ment with its metes and bounds so that in treatiei 
to he held hereafter with other tribes, your lands 
may not be granted away by them. The Agent of 
the United States will be instructed to assist you in 
defining^ and if necessary, in making the lines of 
your new possessions. 

Brothers,—In granting all your requests, your 
Great Father the President, has not been unmindful 
of the friendship which you have uniformly manifes¬ 
ted to your white Brethren, and he confidently ex¬ 
pects that the same friendship will continue to di¬ 
rect all your actions. 

He calculates much npon the influence which your 
pacific and friendly intercourse with your red breth¬ 
ren in the west, will have upon their relations with 
the United States in avoiding all hostilities in future.

tinifc rorwaH, the attention of loe JSix Nations, was 
directed to this objeci, to tbetn ul all importance, 
A Delegaticn of the Sjx Nations atteiided a Tre^t- 
ty at Fort Meigs in 1817, with a view of obtain¬ 
ing lands in that neighborhood, but tailed of success 

which rather discuurageo il»em for a time *_^ 

The subject was however revived again in 1819, 
When they received a visit from the Rev. Dr. Morse 
who encouraged them to the hamt object by repre¬ 
senting me lovoraoie light in which ihe subji ci had 
beeu viewed by Goternment, ami pronnsihg his 
particular indueuce tiud assistance in ihtir behalf, 
ftlaling that there niigla be a counli} near Green 
Bay, west ol lake iVlichigan, suiinl to iheir wauts< 
Tlie winter following Mr. Eleazer Williams wa» 
deputed to visit Wabhington, ami liebl coulerences 
with the President uud iSecietary of War on the ex¬ 
pediency of .being sent by tlie Six Nation* 
to explore the country on the waters of Green Bay, 
and Fox River, with a view to select some suitable 
iiite^ and it poHsibie to make a Treaty with the 
Tribes owning the soil, it was tbeu agreed by the 

*At this period the Delaware, Stockhridge and Munsee Tribe* 
owned lands on VVtute River la Indiana 1 erritor};, ceded them by 
the Miami t ribe, about a hundred years before. On a portion of 
tbest^ lands, the Ueiawares had some time previously located them¬ 
selves, and to this place were the Stockbridge and Munsee* direct¬ 
ing their atteaUon, 

III 1818, a band of about forty in niinaber, of the Stockbridge 
Tribe, were fitted out to go on, and make a settlement in this Ter¬ 
ritory, and thus open the way ibr tiie removal of the remainder of 
the Tribe. But ere they arrived at Ihe place of their destination th« 
Delaware Tribe alone, ceded to the Uuiteil States Commissioners, 
at a 'Treaty heid the same year at St. Mary’s, (Ohio) alt the 
lands which w«re owned jointly and equally by the Delaware, 
Stockbridge, and Munsee I'rioes, as atbr^said. 

In 1819, the Stockbridge Tribe, made an application to govera- 
Inentfor redress in tne case of these lauds, of which they had been 
BO unjustly deprived. In 1820 they renewed their application ; 
and in 1821, they, and the Munsee Tribe, agreed to relinquish 
their claiios on VVhite River upon the express couditron that Gov¬ 
ernment should, besides paying them the sum of ^^—, assist 
• beat in procuring a country somewhere to the westward, and rat- 
fy and confirm the same to them aod their posterity forever. 
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President and Secretary of War that a paxtf of te« 
persons* should be furnished with necessary papers^ 
articles &,c. to enable them to perform this four.— 
The following copy of a letter to Mr. Williams is be 
corroboration.

inhabited by such of the Six Nations as may choose 
to emigrate thither; and agree to allovy the sum of 
$300, a blanket for each of the ten persons who are 
to form the exploring party, twenty pounds of Ri¬ 
fle powder, and a proportionable quantity of lead, 
and a copy of Viorse’s Geography and of his Gaz¬ 
etteer: and an order will he given for the rations 
that may be necessary, to he furnished at the differ¬ 
ent military posts you may visit. 

The money you will receive upon a warrant issu¬ 
ed at this Department. .Taaper Parish, the Agent 
for the Six Nations, will be directed to furnish th® 
blankets, and, the Ordnance Department will be re¬ 
quested to ord^r their Agent at Detroit, to furnish 
the powder and lead ; and you aro authorized to pur¬ 
chase the Geography and Gazetteer, the bill for 
which will he o dd, upon ^eing presented to this De¬ 
partment, certifle 1 hv voii., 

G weroor Cass on I G'^n, Macomb, at Detroit, 
will he instrjictf'd to afford every facility to you and 
your pa t»R o*A vour exploring.tour, and to promoUf 
as f tr ns in nower, the object intended to, be 
accomplished by it.

portion of their country, to be hereafter inhahiied 
by such of the Pix Nations ns may choose to emi* 
grate thither: tb© purpose for which the tour of 
Mr. Williams and his party is undertaken 
approbniion of the President and I have to request 
you will afibrrl them every facility in tiavailing 
through the Indian country, and promote, as far as 
in your power, by yonr influence with the Indians, 
the object intended to he accomplished by their 
journey. I have the honor to he.

In pursuance of these arrangements the party 
set out in the spring of 1820 and proceeded as far 
as Detroit, m here they were informed that Col. 
Bowyer, the U. S. Agent at Green Bay, had just 
concluded a Treaty with the Menominies for the 
very country they had in view\ They accordingly 
returned and laid the cause of the failure of their 
visit before the Hon. the Secretary of War, praying 
thatBowyer’s Treaty might not he confirmed, and 
were soon informed, that their wishes in relation to 
it, had been complied wdib, and tliOt they were once 
more at liberty to proceed and attempt a Treaty 
with their Brethren. The Deputation proceeded 
again on the seme business in the spring of 1821, 
and the Stockhridg© and Munsee Nations having re¬ 
linquished thoir claims on White River, joined the

^^arty this season, having obtained similar per¬ 
missions from the ^recretary of War, to those given 
thet:^ix Nations. Three of the chiefs from Stoek- 
bridge and one from the Munsees were included 
ill the number, making a parly of fourteen Depu¬ 
ties. 

I'he following from the Secretary of W’^ar, are 
copies ol some of the documents furnished the Dep¬ 
uties, before setting out on this second expedition.

Solomon U. Hendricks, who bears this, and hif 
companions, three in number, visit the Michigan 
Te rritory as Delegates from tfie Stockbridge na¬ 
tion of Indians residing in New York, for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining from the Indians in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Green Bov a portion of their country for 
the future residence of the Stockbridge Nation. 
It is probable that these, may be accompanied by 
one delegate from the Munsees. The object of 
their visit is approved, and they are hereby recom¬ 
mended TO the attention and kindness of all officer* 
of Government.

I'he Deputies on arrivinu at Detroit called on^ 
C. C. Trowbridge, (as bis Excellency Gov. Cass 
was absent) who had previously been appointed by 
the Governor, agreeable to instructions receivecl 
from the Secretary of W^ar, to accompany them to 
Green Bay, and superintend the negociation as A- 
gent on the part of the U. S. Accordingly on ra- 
ceiving their papers, Mr. Trowbridge accompanied 
them to Green Bay, and a Treaty was, after much 
difticulty, owing to the interference of the French^

I'lie VVin- 
hehagoes expressed a great d.-al of sorrow at this answer, and pro¬ 
posed to give their theliiren o*’ the E.ust, thf* lands on the Fox Riv¬ 
er, from the Grand Chute to the Winnehagn,-Lake, a distance of 
four and a haif miles. Perceiviag that the vl.:noniiuie.s were as¬ 
tonished at this reply, ii w is thought advisutde to adjourn the 
council, with a view to .^iv-: them iitne for reliectioii. Outhe fol¬ 
lowing day they met the D^-puties again, and having stated that 
their minds hud c.nunged, propo.sej lu join ih«' VViniiphagoos in a 
cession of the lands iioin t.ie fool of ihu Grand Kakalin, to the 
Rapids of the tV^cnebaii© Lake, lin.nediateiy the Articles of the 
Treaty were propos.^d, but birfore being riuishe.d, the Meiioniinies 
re> eived a mess igc fr i.n same person without the house, in conse¬ 
quence of wiiicn suui-i of t ne Cni<*fs left tue room, and a w hispcring 
commenced among those who remained. We perceived at once 
the cause of tiie confusion, and began seriously to fear the influence 
of the French ia/ia‘iitjats, some if whom had exerted themselves 
in opposition to our measure, from the time of our arrival. After 
some moineiils llio Chiefs wno had left us returned, and it was dif¬ 
ficult to procure a decisive answer to our question, “ whether they 
would sign a grant,” t!ie terms of which hail been proposed hy 
themselves alone ; alter a good deal of licsiiation between their 
OW.N INCLIN ATION and that of their ADVISERS, they told 
us that iheir speaker had not expr» s.sed their true sputiments, but 
that their first determination on our proposition was unchanged and 
unchangeable. .All hopes ol effecting a purchase of the Meiiomi- 
nies were now at an end ; for we felt siMtsible, as well from experi- 
OD'e as from information, that they were guided in EVERY 
THING % the advice and insiru tiou of the principal FRENCH¬ 
MEN the place ! who have ever opposed with zeal the progress 
of settlement and improvement in their country. 

Upon reflection it was thought advisable to make another attempt, 
and the council was deebrod adjourned iinlil the morning of the 
nineteenth, at which time the Wmnebagoes were requested to at¬ 
tend, and sign the Grant which they hud first proposed: the .Me- 
nominies were told th u if they should feel disposed to join m the 
Grant, we should be pleased to see them also. In the evening the 
two Nations had a council at their encampment, and in the morn¬ 
ing they all assembled, and signed the Treaty, of which 1 have ifi# 
honor to enclose you a copy!

This Treaty was thought however by many to 
embrace too small a Tract for the whole of the Six 
Nations. Stockbridges Munsees &c., and it was 
detennined to ask permission to revisit GreenBay, for 
the purpose of endeavoring to procure on extension 
of tbe cession. As the Treaty made by virtue of 
the permission so obtained, is the one which has 
given such offence to our enemies, particularly the 
French inhabitants, and which is infringed upon 
by the Commissioner’s Treaty at Butte des morts of 
1827 ; we wish to be particular in showing that it 
was duly authorized by tlie Government;—and we 
are fortunate in having the necessary vouchers at 
hand. The following extract from a copy of a let¬ 
ter of the iSecretary of W ar to Solomon U. Hen¬ 
drick contains the desired permission. 

Extract of a letter from the Secretory o'^ War, to Solomon l!. 

Hendrick, Ifepuiy from the iitockbr^dge Nation, dated 13th 

February 

I have received your communications of the 5th 
inst. and return herewith the original 'I'reaty conclu¬ 
ded at Green Bay, between tbe Deputies from the 
Stockbridge and other Tribes of the Six Nations, 
and the Mesominies, and Winnebagoes endorsed 
by the President approved. 1 regret that any por¬ 
tion of tbe Six Nations is dissatisfied with the 
Treaty, but as one of tbe causes of dissatisfaction 
appears to be the distance of the country ceded 
thereby from Green Bay, and may be obviated by 



procuring an extension of the cession ns proposed; 
the permission which is solicited for another depU' 
ration from the Stockhridjre and other Tribes of 
the Six Nations, to visit the country again for that 
purpose is granted. 

The country the Six Nations have, or may ac¬ 
quire from the Menominiea and Winnebaffoei wiU 
be held by them in the same manner as it was by th* 
Jndtans who previously owned \t. The Deputiea 
that may be appointed to make the arrangement 
(not exceeding six in number) will be provided with 
letters similar to those given to them last year, and 
orders will be given for them to be furnished with 
one ration each, while on their journey and enga¬ 
ged in effecting the object of their visit. * * * 

Governor Cass has been instructed to give the 
Indians who may emigrate from the Stockbridge 
and other Tribes of the Six Nations, every fac li¬ 
ly in h>s power in fixing fhemse!vei upon the lands 
they have acq tired the Menominiea and VVinneba- 
goes.

The Deputation vis¬ 
its the Michigan Territory again for the purpose of 
obtaining from the Menooiinies and Winnebogoes, 
in the neighborhood of Green Ray, an extension of 
the cession of lands made by the latter to the form¬ 
er Tribes, in the I’reaty concluded between them 
•n the 8th Aug. 1821. The Deputation will ex¬ 
plain to you their wish, and the enclosed extracts 
of letters to S. U. Hendrick,* will indicate the 
views of the Department upon subjects connected 
with their visit, which you u ill carry into effect.

Excellency, Lewis Cass, to Mr. John Seargeants is 
to our purpose. (Copy) 

Sir, —The Secretary of War, has authorized the 
Six Nations from the state of New York, to pro¬ 
cure from the Menorainies an extension of the ces¬ 
sion which was made last year, upon the Fox Riv¬ 
er, and approved by the President of the United 
States. 

The Delegation from the New York Indians, will 
accompany you to Green Bay, for the purpose, and 
as the Indian Agent is not there, you are authorized 
to superintend the ncgociation on the part of the 
United Slates. 

The object in procuring this cession, is not only 
to provide a Tract of couutry sufficient for the res¬ 
idence of these Indians, but also to exclude from 
il, and from its vicinity any tohite settlements, -

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The advance, which these Indians hare made in im 
provement, their ediicdlion, habits and associaiicns, 
and the annuities which are due to theoi, secure 
their friendship and fidclily to the United s.— 

And they wdll thus act ns an important advanced 
post, in an exposed quarter, where they will be sur¬ 
rounded by doubtful or disaffected Indians. It is 
important therefore, that their situation should be 
%.s pleasant to themselves as possible.—And there 
is probably no consideration connected with the sub¬ 
ject more important to them, tha7i the CF.R'rAIN 
TE'VTTR.E of their lands, and the power of precen- 
tm(r the miroducimi of that bane of Indian im- 
proveinent AHT)EiNT SPiUIT?^. To ensure these 
objects, they are desirous of extending the cession 
as far down the Fox River as possible. Y u n i l 
aid them in thxs effort, and d'xrfmctly stale to the 
Menomimes, and the Prfxch imiahita.xts, tl at it 
has the sanction of the Government of the Uni¬ 
ted States. How far the IVlenominies’ title ex¬ 
tends in this direction, I am notable to determine. 
This fact can be better ascertained upon the .^pot. 
Of the particular course of the Negociation, 1 can 
say nothing It must be discretionary of the par¬ 
ties, and with you. What is done, must be redrv- 
ced to the form of Treaty, and one of the originals 
transmitted to me, to bo forwarded to the Govern¬ 
ment.

And the Oneida, Tuscarora, and St. Kegis Na¬ 
tions of Indians, do promise and agree to, and with the Menom- 
inie Nation, to pay to tht m, the Meuomiuies, the sum of one thou¬ 
sand dollars in one year from the date hereof, and also one thousand 
dollars in two years from the date hereof—the whole to he paid m 
goods ; the which respective sums are to be a full and complete 
recompense and con.pensation for the lands hereby ceded, released 
and quit claimed to the Stockbridge, Oiieida, Tuscarora, St. Kegis 
and Munsee Nations.

By the approbation on the back, it will be seen 
that it was but partially confirnieii ; this was owing 
to the representations of disatfected French and 
others at Green Bay j of whose influence Mr^ 
Trowbridge* speaks in his report on the Treaty of 

1821, to his Excellency Gov. Cass.f 

The Chiefs of the Six Nations w'ere not wholly 
satisfied w ilii this partial ratification, but on being 
informed that they would be permitted to occupy 
any part ceded by the IVeaty, concluded to let it 
rest, having received every assurance from Govern- 
nient that their newly acquired possessions, at least 
such parts as had received the sanction of the Pres¬ 
ident, were theirs. 'Phe following extract of a 
letter Irom the Secretary of War, in answer to a 
j»etilion of the Six Nations, praying that the whole 
of the Treaty of 1822 might be ratified, is here sub¬ 
mitted.

What we now comohiin of, as most unheard 01 
iniustice is, that, a i attempt has been made to de* 
p-'i'/e us of a gre;^t nort.ion of these very lands with¬ 
out c msultin or 'v^*n inviting us to the Preaty,-— 
we ref>.r to th > T-ea^v of August 1827. It is with 
relactauce we refer to thij Treaty, but we feel con-

minutes taken flown at the time by a nr-ntleman 
who attendeH this Treaty. Af»er the Treaty was 
opened, and Governor L Gass had presented three 
or four subjects to occnpy the attention of the coun¬ 
cil, he (the Gov.) said,” ** we have observed for some 
“ time, the .Menoininies to be in a bad situation as 
“ to their Chiefs. There is no one, that we can talk 
*‘to, as head of the Nation.—^Tf any thingr should 
“ happen, we want sorre man who has authority in 
“the nation, to whom we can look. You appear to 
“ us like a flock of ^eese without a leader, some fly 
“one way, and some another. To morrow at the 
“openiniiof the council, we shall appoint a princi- 
“ pal Chief of the IMenominies ;—-we shall make 
“enquiry this afternoon, and try to select the prop- 
“er man. We shall ffive him the medal, and shall 
“expect the Menominies will respect him.” (Adj.) 

“Aoijnstyth. Two voung men were called in

often we ii ;ve been chased from our possessions up¬ 
on protessions of friendship, and how effectually the 
confidenc-e of tijeir faithful friends the Imlians in 
the Nation’s promises, must be destroyer!, if this 
measure be not arrested.—We pray not only to have 
this Treaty s(;t aside, but to have a law [)assorl, set¬ 
ting off the lands granttMi and ratified to usm our 
treaties with the Menominies and Winnebagoes, 
for our anil their benefit forever—and so establish 
lid to the various tribes iuteresterl in thorn, that it 
may not tie lawful for the United Slates or any oth¬ 
er authority to f)urchase them from us while Indians 
are Indians. I’hen shall wt3 feel assured that the 
profossiony of Government w(‘re made in sober ear¬ 
nest ; tliat in all this business of severfd years, it iia.s 
not been mocking us with illusions to bejiuile us of 
our ccanty possessions in New York, but has, like' 
im affectionate parent, sought the best good of its 
dutiful children. Then shall we see a rational con 
sistency in its expiinding large sums annually for the 
cuilizaiion of Indians, wliicli is only sporting with 
their misery, if liiey are every tew years to be driv¬ 
en back to the savage wilds. We leave our cause, 
to us of the most vital importance, in the hands of 
wisdom, and integrity ; believing that abundance 
ot both are to be found in the Chief Council of the 
American Nation, asking only for that clemency 
and jusdee which a fair representation of our 
idaims must dtunand,
